SAVE THE CHILDREN. 

We have passed the season when, ordina¬ 
rily, the most intense heat is experienced; but 
the period comprising the latter part of 
August and nearly all of September is, per¬ 
haps, even more trying to the human consti¬ 
tution, and particularly so far as very young 
children are concerned. It was a remark of 
Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, founded on his 
own professional observation, that “Heaven 
filis up fast with young angels during August 
and September.” The New 4'ork Board of 
Health has made a special study of the cause 
of sickness among children, and has prepared 
a series of rules for their proper care. These 
rules.will be useful notlonly here but every¬ 
where—not in the city alone, hut in the coun¬ 
try as well, jfor tlie dangers against which 
they seek to provide exist in every commun- 
jity. We give them in full, and commend 
them to the careful perusal of all who have 
young children in their care: 

NURSING OF INFANTS. 

! Over-feeding does more harm than anything 
, else; nurse an infant a month or two old 
[ every two or three hours. 

, Nurse an infant of six months and over five 
times in twenty-four hours, and no more. 

If an infant is thirsty, give it pure water, 

I or barley water; no sugar. 

, On tlie hottest days, a few drops of whisky 
may be added to either water or food; tlie 
whisky not to exceed a teaspoonful in twenty- 
four hours. 

FEEDING OF INFANTS. 

Boil a teaspoonful of powilererl barley 
(ground in a cotiee grinder), and half a pint 
of water, with a little salt, for fifteen minutes, 
strain, then mix it with half as much boiled 
milk, add a lump of white sugar size of a 
walnut, and give it lukewarm from a nursing 
bottle. Keep bottle and mouthpiece in a 
bow'l of water when not in use, to which a 
little soda may he added. 

For infants five or six months old give half 
barley water and half boiled milk, with salt 
and a lump of sugar. 

For older infants, give more milk than bar¬ 
ley water. 

For infants very costive, give oatmeal in¬ 
stead of barley. Cook and strain as before. 

When your breast milk is only half enough, 
change off between breast milk and this pre¬ 
pared food. 

In hot weather, if blue litmus paper, ap¬ 
plied to the food, turns jred, the food is too 
acid, and you must have a fresh mess, or add 
a small pinch of baking soda. 

Infants of six months may have beef tea or 
beef soup once a day, by itself or mixed with 
other food; and when ten or twelve months 
old, a crust of bread and a piece^of rare beef 
to suck. 

No child under two years ought to eat at 
your table. 

Give no candies, in fact nothing that is not 
contained in these rules, without a doctor’s 
orders. 

SUMMER COMPLAINT. 

It comes from over-feeding and hot and 
foul air. Keep doors and windows open. 

Wash jour children well with cool water 
twice a day, or oftener in[the hot season. 

Never neglect looseness of the bowels in an 
infant; consult the family or dispensary 
physician at once, and he will give you rules 
about what it should take and how it should 
be nursed. Keep your rooms as cool as 
possible, have them well ventilated, and do 
not allow any smell to come from sinks, 
privies, garbage boxes or gutters about the 
house where you live. See that your own 
apartments are right, and complain to the 
Board of Health if the neighborhood is 
offensive. Where an infant is cross and ir¬ 
ritable in the hot weather, a trip on the water 
will do it a great deal of good (ferryboat or 
steamboat), and may prevent cholera infan¬ 
tum .—Mechanical News. 

WEEDS GOING TO SEED. 

Just at this season, when cultivation is 
mostly over, and the main crops harvested or 
laid by, we are most in danger of allowing 
our old enemies, tlie weeds, to go to seed. 
This is a most culpable and expensive prac¬ 
tice, entailing untold labor in future years. 
We have had in hand the present season, an 
old garden, where every weed was left undis¬ 
turbed, and no crop was planted last year. 
Their name is legion of almost every variety 
that infests Connecticut soil, and some that 
we never met elsewhere. Pig-weed, milk¬ 
weed, dock and burdock, dandelion, fennel, 
mustard, quack-grass, plantain, purslain, jack- 
in-tlie-pulpit, mallows, and divers other sorts 
have sprung up in their season, and disputed 
possession with the crops planted. There is 
only one excellence about them, they insure 
frequent cultivation of all crops, if you would 
have any harvest. The labor of subduing 
one year’s seeding of these pests is immense. 

In the garden especially, no weed should ever 
he allowed to go to seed. When one crop is 
off, put in another, and when the last is gath¬ 
ered, plow, or rake, or harrow, and let the 
frosts have free play at the soil .—American 
Agriculturist for September.

Outside writers and aspiring amateurs rarely 
seem to comprehend this truth, and their 
transgressions are largely from ignorance 
rather than intention. The nature of editori¬ 
al work requires absolute power of decision, 
in order to preserve the duties of the journal 
the editor conducts .—Boston Traveller.

A con¬ 
stable took him in charge to deliver him 
there, and as the man seemed rather pleased 
at the idea of securing board and lodging for 
six months he was not handcuffed. As the 
train was about ready to go the constable 
moved across the aisle to talk politics with a 
friend, and pretty soon they were having it 
hot and heavy. When the conductor came 
in for tickets he held out his hand to the 
prisoner, and the latter shook his head and re¬ 
plied : 

‘I don’t pay fare.’ 

‘Aha! You don’t, eh? Well, now, you pay 
or git 1’ 

‘I won’t pay!’ 

‘Then you’ll gitl When we slow up at the 
crossing you jump off. If I find you on the 
train after we pass there I’ll give you a 
bounce you won’t forget!’ 

In two minutes the train began to slow, and 
the prisoner walked to the door and picked a 
soft spot and dropped off. When the train 
had made another mile the conductor held 
out his hand to the constable and received 
two tickets. 

‘Who is the extra one for?’ he asked. 

‘For that prisoner over there.’ 

‘What prisoner?’ 

‘Why, that fel—’ 

Then there was raving and gnashing of 
teeth and hurrying up and down, but it was 
no use. 

‘Sorry,’ said the conductor, as he passed 
along, ‘but when a passenger says he won’t 
pay fare on my train I give him the drop. 
The only thing that surprised me was to see 
how willingly he obeyed orders.’ 

TOO STRICT WITH CHILDREN. 

‘You are too strict with your children,’ said 
a good, Christian woman, whose bright-eyed, 
active little boy was playing about the street, 
to another mother who held her own mis¬ 
chievous son under strict yet kind control, 
and would not allow him to associate with 
rough hoys, or enjoy the advantages of the 
‘street school.’

Young folks must enjoy themselves,’ said a 
mother. But the daughter that was guarded 
and watched over has grown up in safety, 
while others who had their liberty brought 
bitter sorrow to their mother’s heart. 

Where love tempers authority, there is little 
danger of being ‘too strict.’ ‘The world is 
very evil.’ Times are perilous, snares are 
many; parents are responsible for the train¬ 
ing of children; and ‘A child left to himself 
hringeth his mother to shame.’ (Proverbs 
xxix. 15. 

We never regret the kind words we have 
spoken or the retort we have left unsaid, but 
bitterly we recall sharp words spoken angrily, 
and unkind actions that may have caused 
tears to come to eyes that will never shed 
them any more.

Tin: Pittsfield Eagle has come out for 
Crapo—the first Bepublican paper in the 
western part of the State to do so, and the 
last, as well. 

Jay Hubbell's constituents have expressed 
their opinion of bin. by nominating another 
man for his seat in Congress, llubbell 
aspires to the Senate, but is believed to stand 
no chance of getting there. 

It is generally conceded that Butler will 
be nominated for Governor by the Democrats 
ne^t week. The calling of the convention a 
day ahead of the Republican convention was 
an unusual proceeding, and a good many of 
the brethren are in favor of adjourning over 
until Thursday, so as to see what the Repub¬ 
licans will do and cut their cloth accordingly. 

The New Hampshire Republicans have 
nominated Samuel W. Hale of Keene, a 
wealthy furniture manufacturer, for Govern¬ 
or. There was a lively contest for the nom¬ 
ination between Mr. Hale and Moody Cur¬ 
rier of Manchester, and it is reported that 
thousands of dollars were spent by both can¬ 
didates. The Democrats have nominated M. 
V. B. EJgerly. 

Maine led off in fine shape on Monday, 
the Republicans making a clean sweep. Col. 
Ffederic Robie was chosen Governor by a 
plurality of over 9000, the four Republican 
candidates for Congress are elected, and the 
Legislature stands about two-thirds Republi¬ 
can. The people of the Pine Tree State seem 
to be recovering from their Greenback craze. 
Now let the other States do as well. 

Senator Hoar follows Mr. Crapo in writ¬ 
ing a letter on political assessments, and 
deprecates the whole system. He diplomat¬ 
ically speaks of Hubbell’s first circular as 
“unfortunate,” and the second one as doubly 
so, and pertinently asks, “What right has 
anybody who has once asked a freeman or a 
gentleman to contribute to a public object to 
inform him that he is ‘surprised’ by his re¬ 
fusal?” _ 

Editor Hall of Greenfield is being talked 
of for councilor from the seventh district, 
Rodney Wallace of Fitchburg declining fur¬ 
ther service. The Greenfield Gazette advo¬ 
cates the renomination of Congressman Nor- 
cross, and the Gardner News puts this and 
that together, and wonders if anybody scents 
a bargain between Fitchburg and Greenfield. 
You musn’t be jealous, neighbor. We don’t 
believe Editor Hall is that sort of a man. 

The first decisive battie of the campaign in 
Egypt was fought early Wednesday morning, 
when the English troops attacked Arabi’s 
forces at Tel-el-Kebir, carrying the works at 
the point of the bayonet. The Egyptians lost 
some 1500 killed and wounded, and 40 guns. 
The British loss was 54 killed, including 
several officers. The Egyptians fled in dis¬ 
order towards Zagazig, which was occupied 
by the pursuing British troops in the after¬ 
noon. Cairo was subsequently occupied, and 
Kafr-el-Divar surrendered. The Egyptian 
war seems to have completely collapsed, and 
it is reported that Arabi has been captured. 

Three-quarters of the delegates to the 
Republican convention at Worcester next 
Wednesday have already been chosen, and a 
majority of them are claimed for both Bishop 
and Crapo. It is a close contest, but judging 
from the most conservative estimates, it is 
believed that Bishop will lead Crapo in the 
convention by a good majority. Worcester, 
the home of Senator Hoar, which was expect¬ 
ed to go solid for Crapo, sends 29 Bishop 
delegates to 8 for Crapo, and the western 
part of the State is practically solid for 
Bishop, in spite of Berkshire’s energetic boom 
for Weston. If the convention rises fully to 
the occasion, we shall next week announce 
the nomination of Robert R. Bishop for Gov- 
ernor. 

Faxon is out with his annual classification 
of the Massachusetts legislators on the tem¬ 
perance question. He divides them into 
four classes. Out and out prohibitionists arc 
marked with three stars; good, but somewhat 
weak-kneed brethren are given two stars; 
“policy men,” one star; those who are in 
favor of free rum, a dash. The 40 Senators 
are divided as follows: Three stars, 18; two, 
8; one, 2; dash, 11. In the House he finds 
82 three star men, 32 two star, 42 one star, 
and 80 are given dashes. Senators Haile and 
Corser of Hampden, and Cook of Granby 
are each marked with two stars. Representa¬ 
tives Holbrook of Palmer and Stevens of 
Ware are designated with one star, and only 
Representative Webber of Holland, in this 
vicinity, comes up to the full measure of 
three stars. 

The star route trials terminated on Mon¬ 
day in an almost complete failure. After a 
trial of over three months, and the produc¬ 
tion of sufficient evidence, it would seem, to 
convince the dullest-headed juror, the jury, 
as the result of sixty hours’ deliberation, 
brought in a verdict acquitting W. H. Turner, 
a former clerk in the post office department, 
and J. W. Peck, Senator Dorsey’s brother-in- 
law, and convicting M. C. lterdell, J. W. 
Dorsey's private secretary, and John C. 
Miner, the contractor. Ex-Assistant Post¬ 
master General Brady, ex-Senator Dorsey, 
and bis brother John W. Dorsey, escape 
through the disagreement of the jury. The 
big fish went through the net; the little 
ones, only, were caught. The verdict serves 
.o confirm tin belief that the jury were tamp- 
< red w:tli, ami a strong effort will be made to 
ferret out the loots in the alleged attempts at 
bribe y- R i» reported that there will be a 
m w trial next month.

The plans and specifications for the new 
dam on the water pow*er at Three Rivers, re¬ 
cently purchased by E. D. Metcalf of Spring- 
field, have been approved by the county com¬ 
missioners, and it is hoped to complete the 
abutments this fall. The dam will be put in 
next year, and it is in contemplation to erect 
two mills there, one a paper mill and the 
other a woolen or cotton mill. 

The programme of the bicycle tournament 
to be held in Springfield next Wednesday 
will be found in another column. The at¬ 
tractions are varied and numerous, as will be 
seen, and among the contestants will be the 
most noted riders in the world. Excursion 
tickets, including admission ,o the park, will 
be sold at Palmer for 75 cents, and from oth¬ 
er stations at correspondingly low rates.

John S. Holden, who recently purchased 
the Marchant & Brigham hat shop on Fox 
avenue, has bought twelve acres of land ad¬ 
joining. from the heirs of the Parks estate, 
for $3500, embracing all the land owned by 
them on the south side of Main street, on 
which it has a frontage of some thirty rods. 
The purchase includes the small house on 
Main street opposite the old Parks homestead. 
Mr. Holden will probably open a street 
through the property from Main street, and 
at its lower end, back of the hat shop and 
near the New London Northern railroad and 
the river, he will at once proceed to the erec¬ 
tion of a three-set woolen mill, for the manu 
faoture of fancy cassimeres. The mill will 
be of wood, probably about 40 by 60 feet, and 
four stories high, and will make an important 
addition to the manufacturing interests of our 
village. The old hat shop is not strong 
enough for use as a woolen mill, and Mr. 
Holden will rent it for light manufacturing 
purposes, or sell it. It is hoped to have the 
new mill ready for work in the spring. The 
new street to be opened by Mr. Holden will 
open up several desirable building lots, and 
the erection of the new mill will give some¬ 
thing of a stimulus to building operations in 
that part of the village. 

Next Tuesday and Wednesday comes the 
thirtieth annual exhibition of the Eastern 
Hampden Agricultural Society. The pre¬ 
liminary arrangements are about completed; 
the exhibition hall, pens, track and seats have 
been put in order, and if Dame Nature 
vouchsafes the usual fair skies, the exhibition 
will without doubt be a success. The drouth 
has made sad work with some of the crops, 
but the farmers will take all the more pains 
to make as good a showing as possible, while 
the ladies will of course see to it that their 
part of the hall exhibit does not fall below 
that of past years. A number of horseB have 
been in training fot some time with an eye 
to this exhibition, and some good exhibitions 
of speed are expected on the track. The 
programme of the fair is .about the same as 
last year, and will be found in full in “Our 
Cattle Show," the little sheet published an¬ 
nually at the Journal office for free distribu¬ 
tion on the grounds. 

THE IMPROVEMENT ASSOCIATION. 

The annual meeting of the Palmer Im¬ 
provement Association, for the election of of¬ 
ficers and transaction of other business, will 
be held at the district court room next Mon¬ 
day evening at 7.30 o’clock. During the past 
year the association has received $196.35. Of 
this sum §60 was received from the Palmer 
Drumatic Club, and §65 was the result of the 
clam chowder and oyster suppers furnished 
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of which 816 was for re-covering the Main 
street walk across Central street, and §34.62 
for raising and re laying the walk on Church 
street. Besides this the association has put 
in over §100 worth of new cross-walks this 
season which do not appear in the treasurer’s 
hooks yet. 

The work of the association thus far, it 
will be seen, has been almost wholly in the 
direction of putting in cross-walks. If less 
has been accomplished than some expected, 
it is nothing strange. The association has 
had to contend with a great deal of indiffer¬ 
ence, and at present has a membership of 
less than sixty, when it should have several 
times that number. The work it has done 
was all needed, but it would not have been 
done only for this organization ; and we think 
that, all things considered, the association has 
made a very creditable record for its one 
year’s existence. Very much more remains 
to be done in the way of village improve¬ 
ment, which may easily be accomplished if 
the citizens will take hold, and by their en¬ 
couragement and pecuniary assistance help 
on the association. Every barren waste can¬ 
not be made to bud and blossom as the rose 
in a single year, but “a long pull and a steady 
pull” will accomplish wonders in this direc¬ 
tion eventually. 

How many citizens of this village—ladies 
as well as gentlemen—feel sufficient interest 
in the objects of the association to make a 
point of attending the meeting next Monday 
evening? The invitation is to all. Let the 
response be a generous one. And remember 
the hour, at 7.30 prompt.

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TI1E AGRICULTURAL FAIR.

The thirtieth annual exhibition of the East¬ 
ern Hampden Agricultural Society, which 
occurred at Palmer this week, marked an¬ 
other successful step in the progressive rec-, 
ord of this society. With better cattle tliam 
ever before and more of them, better horses 
and colts, the brightest weather, and a liberal 
patronage on both days, the lair certainly 
ought to have been a success—and it was. 

FIRST DAY. 

Tuesday was a singeing hot day. We have 
had few warmer the past summer, and men 
and women, cattle, sheep and swine puffed, 
panted and sweltered in a most uncomfortable 
manner, the day seeming the hotter for the 
cool weather which had preceded it. 

Old exhibitors say that the display of stock 
this year surpassed anything in the past his¬ 
tory of the society. In steers, especially, 
there was a splendid showing. J. S. Loomis s 
four-year-olds “took the cake” in build, 
match and general good points. Other no¬ 
ticeable pairs were E. Carpenter & Son’s four 
and three-year-olds, J. M. Tucker’s grade 
Herefords, E. F. Ilenshaw’s 
hams, and others belonging 
J. M. YVhite and the town 
pair of fat oxen belonging 
Monson were also on the ground, six years 
old and weighing 3600 pounds. D. Morgan 
& Son exhibited a good yoke of Herefords, 
eight years old, and W. O. Cadwell of Mon¬ 
son showed a fine large pair of cattle, five 
years old, strong and well built. 

H. A. Eindge of Monson led again this 
year, as he did last, in miscellaneous herds. 
He had 3G head on exhibition, including 18 
milch cows. Next came the State Primary 
School, with its herd numbering 32. Luther 
Crawford of New Braintree had 10 head on 
the grounds. Among them were some hand¬ 
some Jersey’s, including “Mollie,” six years 
old, who gave 50 pounds of milk a day in 
June,'and for eight days made two pounds of 
butter a day. She took the sweepstake 
premium at Sturbridge over all competitors 
for milk. W. A. Childs, also of New Brain¬ 
tree, brought down a herd of 18, mostly 
grade Ayrshires. His Ayrshire bull, “Phil 
Sheridan,” took the first premium at Worces¬ 
ter, as did also his cow, “Belie of Brookside,” 
which weighs 1410 pounds, and is giving 50 
pounds of milk a day. Charles Robinson of 
Barre made a good showing of Holsteins, in¬ 
cluding a fine bull two-and-a-quarter years 
old, and a cow which has at one time given 00 
pounds of milk a day for three months. Mr. 
Robinson took five first and two second pre¬ 
miums at Worcester. C. E. Dewey ex¬ 
hibited his Jersey breeding cow, “Nannette,” 
No. 4490, and calf, “Goody Giles,” five 
months old. E. P. Keep of Monson, and O. 
A. Davis and E. F. Hensliaw of West Brook¬ 
field had Swiss bulls on the ground, and J. 
K. Knox showed a couple of good-looking 
Jerseys. 

The exhibition of sheep was very fair, con¬ 
sidering the fact that it is never large. C. 
Robinson of Barre exhibited a flock of Cots- 
wold and Shrepshires, C. Upham some grade 
Southdown*, and H. A. Ilindge and J. K. 
Knox also had flocks in the pens. The Lin¬ 
coln buck, weighing 300 pounds, and belong¬ 
ing to the State agricultural society for pro¬ 
moting agriculture, attracted considerable at¬ 
tention. 

In the pork line there was a good showing 
of Poland Chinas by J. K. Knox and Luther 
Crawford, Berkshire6 by the State Primary 
School, and Chesters by G. E. & W. M. 
Tucker. 

On the poultry bench were 6ome fine look¬ 
ing Plymouth Rocks, exhibited by Rev. O. R. 
Hunt; some Brahmas shown by A. L. 
Haynes, geese and turkeys by A. P. Capen, 
turtle and carrier doves by M. Fox, Leghorns 
by G. E. & W. M. Tucker, and game fowls 
by G. A. Holcomb. 

The recommendation of last year’s com¬ 
mittee that the stones be cleared from a piece 
of ground to the depth of ten inches has not 
been carried out yet, and in the morning 
plowing match the contestants found them 
more plentiful than desirable for good work. 
An exhibition was made of a sulky plow, 
which does good work on land that is adapted 
to it. 

The trained steers, of which there were 
four entries, went through their performances 
very commendable manner, to the ap- 


qualitv. E. F. Hcnshaw of West Brookfield 
showed some curious looking potatoes which 
lie called Golden Sweets. J. D. Bradway of 
Monson exhibited some well-filled and ma¬ 
tured yellow seed corn, and a good showing 
of winter squashes was made by E. N. Fisher 
of Belchertown and C. Upham of Palmer. A 
bag of Gold Medal wheat, of excellent qual¬ 
ity, was exhibited by A. P. Capen ot Bel- 
chertown. There was but one entry of cab¬ 
bages, by E. M. Walker of Belchertown, and 
none of pumpkins. The basket ot handsome 
long-eared corn, with small cob and large ker¬ 
nel, was contributed by Hardin Hunt. 

Thirty varieties of apples were shown by 
A. P. Capen of Belchertown, the same num¬ 
ber bv W. N. Flynt of Monson, 22 by F. I). 
Orcutt, and 17 by Josiah Stebbins of Brim- 
field. A. B. Howard of Belchertown had a 
large display, as usual,embracing 45 varieties 
of apples and pears. E. M. Walker of Mon¬ 
son showed 10 varieties of apples, 9 of pears 
and 5 of grapes, and Mrs. J. D. Blanchard 
of Palmer 10 varieties of apples, 5 of pears 
and three of grapes. The four baskets of 
handsome plums came from the trees of Mrs. 
Julia A. Seism of Palmer. No peaches were 
to be seen. 

The only exhibitor of canned fruit was 
Mrs. J. II. Keith, who showed 10 varieties of 
the article. There were two exhibitors of 
jelly and the same of honey. There was 
quite a good display of bread and cake, hut 
only 3 lots of butter and four cheeses were to 
be seen. 

Flowers were present in good abundance. 
Mrs. J. II. Keith exhibited 8 kinds of pot 
plants, and Miss Josie L. Fay also had a good 
collection. Mrs. E. M. Orcutt was on hand, 
as usual, with a varied collection of cut 
flowers and bouquets. A large and hand¬ 
some pin cushion cactus was the contribution 
of Mrs. E. G. Smith of Monson. Among the 
flowers, and making the room musical with 
their notes, were a couple of cages of birds 
from Mrs. L. C. White. A cage of white rats 
and another of squirrels attracted consider¬ 
able attention. 

The first impression on entering the upper 
hall was that the exhibition of fancy articles, 
etc., was pretty slim. The entries, indeed, 
were hardly half as numerous as last year, 
but an examination showed that the quality ot 
the work was above even that of last year, 
which was such an improvement over the 
previous one. There were few paintings in 
the room. Mrs. C. E. YV. Buss exhibited 
fine crayon picture, and Miss Mary P. Dewey 
some pretty placques. Mrs. Jennie Carpen¬ 
ter show’ed some handsome lace pillow’ shams 
with painted silk panels in center. Mrs. E.

The sun came out again in 
power Wednesday morning, but 
ciently hidden by the clouds in the afternoon 
to make that part of the day, at least, very 
comfortable, lor both man and beast.

Our 
farmers are seeking more and more for “the 
best,” not only in the cattle kind, but also in 
horse flesh, and the result is seen in the 
steadily-improving grade of horses brought 
out at these annual fairs. The Hamble- 
tonians are the favorite breed hereabouts, al¬ 
though a variety of other blood is to be 
found. Luther Crawford’s handsome Morrill 
mare, with foal, easily took the first premium,

the second. Some fine colts were shown, 
noticeable among them being Charles Up- 
ham’s and O. M. Graves’s three-year-olds and 
George W. Ely’s two-year-old.

They ride mostly :n an open car, and are ac¬ 
companied by Dudley’s dynagraph car, which 
shows the exact condition of the road-bed. 

There was a collision of freight trains at 
Brookfield yesterday forenoon, one train run 
ning into the rear of another, as it was back¬ 
ing on a curve. The caboose and forward 
end of the engine were smashed, and two 
cars derailed, bnt nobody hurt. The 11.04 
express west was delayed over an hour. 

The gravel taken from the excavation for 
Mr. Strong’s new block adjoining the Nasso- 
wanno House is being spread on Main street, 
from Central street west, raising the grade a 
portion of the way nearly a foot. Some of it 
is needed, hut it looks as though the 6treet 
was being raised all it will bear, certainly. 

We are now sampling those 30 varieties of 
apples exhibited at the fair by YV. N. Flynt 
of Monson. It is a little confusing to sit 
down and eat thirty different kinds at one sit¬ 
ting, hut our thanks are due him for the op 
portunity, and we are making the best of it. 
When through with them, we expect to he 
competent to sample an almost unlimited 
amount and variety. 

The proposition to close the stores at 8 
o’clock p. m. through the winter, except on 
Saturday nights and holiday week, seems 
likely to fall through, because of the refusal 
of one merchant to sign the agreement. This 
is the same man who has blocked previous 
attempts of this kind in the same way, and it 
is not strange that iiis brother merchants and 
their clerks are a good deal provoked at his 
selfish course. 

The modoc train going east last Monday 
morning was thrown from the track about a 
mile west of Rochdale, by a rail which had 
been placed on the track. Engineer King 
was thrown through the window, and con¬ 
siderably injured in the back. The fireman 
and one brakeman were also somewhat in¬ 
jured, but the passengers escaped harm. 
The locomotive and five cars were derailed, 
and traffic was suspended for a few hours by 
the blocking of the track. A man named 
Charles S. LaYvrence has been arrested on 
suspicion.

On 
Monday th.“ case of Herbert F. Cady, for li¬ 
quor selling, was continued two weeks. 
SDecial Justice^ Shaw on Wednesday sent 
Geo. Hartley to the house of correction, in 
default of §5.48 fine and costs for drunken¬ 
ness. On Thursday Richard Everett paid 
§4.83 for drunkenness, and for disturbing the 
peace Morris Prindable paid §10.33, Ed¬ 
ward Foster §7.83 and Adolphus Burnett 
§8.33. Foster also paid §6.13 for an assault 
upon Ed. King, who assisted the officer. 

The Southbridge stage met with quite an 
accident Tuesday morning, while on its way 
to Palmer with thirteen inside passengers 
and eleven or twelve on the outside. Just as 
it reached the foot of the hill this side of 
Fiskdale one of the forward wheels came off, 
and the stage was capsized. The driver, E. 
Streeter, had his right leg broken beloYv the 
knee, the hone protruding through the flesh 
an inch or more; one lady passenger had one 
of her shoulders considerably lamed, and an¬ 
other lost one or two teeth. The inside 
passengers were piled into a heap promiscu¬ 
ously, and the trunks and seats on the out¬ 
side were mixed up with the people who had 
been sitting on them, in a way that made it 
st?em remarkable that no more were injured. 
It w.as found that the nut which held on the 
wheel had dropped off a mile back from the 
scene oi the accident. The stage was not 
seriously djipaged, and it was fixed up and 
came on, a little behind time, though most of 
the passengers waited for another convey¬ 
ance. 

The Bishop men had things their own way 
at the Republican caucus last Saturday night, 
quite to the disgust of the few Crapo men 
present.

A flag staff near the center of the park, or 
on the fair building, with a flag floating 
gracefully from its summit during the fair, 
would look pretty well, wouldn’t it? 

A telephone connection between the fair 
building and the village would be a great 
convenience, and the society will perhaps put 
in one in season for the next exhibition. 

One of our citizens bought three boxes of 
honey of an exhibitor, but one of them was 
stolen from the hall YVednesday afternoon. 
The purchaser felt grateful when he found 
that the thief had considerately left two of 
them behind. 

That barrel of ice water by the ticket office 
was the best patronized institution on the 
grounds. Now give us an additional one, 
next year, near the judges’ stand, to accom¬ 
modate the crowds who gather at that end of 
the grounds. 

The suggestion of the Journal was taken 
up by YV. B. Davis and P. M. Shearer, who 
ran a ’bus between the village and the fair 
grounds both days. They did a pretty good 
business, and would have done more had it 
been generally known that thev were in the 
field. 

YVhen the society has completed its new 
fence, built a new judges’ stand, and put in 
new seats for the spectators, it will have to 
consider the question of erecting sheds for 
sheltering the stock on exhibition. Such a 
hot day as Tuesday makes it pretty trying 
for stock of all kinds to be tied out in a 
burning sun. 

The State Primary School children came 
down in force on Tuesday, and the boys 
gave an interesting exhibition of gymnastics. 
Four of them started on a five-mile race, 
but two fell out by the way. The others 
went through, and Eddie Howard came out 
ahead in 55 minutes.

MISDIRECTED LETTERS. 


‘We deem it our duty,’ said Postmaster 
Pearson, to a recent inquirer concerning the 
methods used in the New York post-office, ‘to 
help the public in every way possible, and to 
carry out the intentions of the sender of each 
letter, if it is possible to make it out. All 
sorts of errors constantly occur from careless¬ 
ness, hurry, or ignorance. We have an ex¬ 
pert busy all the time deciphering addresses 
which the distributing clerks, accustomed 
though they are to the work, are unable to 
make out. Frequently the name of the coun¬ 
ty is given and not the State, or the State and 
county are both missing. In that case, if a 
street is given, we have a book of streets, in 
which we try to find some clue. We have di¬ 
rectories of all the large cities, and can some¬ 
times add the correct address at once. When 
we get a letter addressed to John Brown, 
New York, there is nothing to do but keep it 
in hopes that John will apjdy for and identi¬ 
fy it. In every case where there is any clue 
to the writer’s intentions we send the letter. 

In this morning’s mail there were 2696 let¬ 
ter sent to the clerk who supplies correct ad¬ 
dresses or deciphers indistinct ones. Here 
is a bundle of these letters as corrected: 
Where the error is simply writing ‘Boston in¬ 
stead of ‘Chicago,’ or ‘Philadelphia’ instead 
of ‘New York,’ it is corrected at once, many 
of our clerks knowing the streets of those 
cities as well as they do those of this city. 
Here you see dozens of instances of such 
carelessness. Here is a letter addressed to 
‘John Smith, 231G Chestnut street, Boston, 
Pa.’ Evidently it is for Philadelphia, al- 
Sboogb there is probably a Boston in Peon- 
^•lvania, for in the 4C.159 post-offices of Ae 
country the names of well-known towns occur 
many times. There are 13 Bostons, 4 New 
Yorks, 5 Chicagos, 7 Philadelphias, etc. 
Some addresses that would appear complete 
to most persons are seen by an expert to be 
incorrect. Here is a letter addressed to No. 
41G Milk street in Portland, and sends it to 
Boston. Many of the addresses are meaning¬ 
less to any but our clerks. Here are some 
samples: *—Castle, fid Story, American Gar¬ 
den.’ That man must have written home 
from the roof of Castle Garden. It is not 
much of an address, but in one corner, in 
small letters, is ‘Pater,’ and in another cor¬ 
ner is ‘sonne,’ and so it goes to Paterson, N. 
J. Here is a letter which contains nothing 
legible but Tomkins Co., and that is spelled 
‘Tom Kynsco.’ Here is an Italian letter ad¬ 
dressed to ‘Para Minhu, Filha Felipa de Con- 
seisas, America Coreio de Guipana.’ It will 
go to Cape Ann. Of the 3G9G imperfectly ad¬ 
dressed letters received this morning, not 
more than half a dozen will be sent to the 
Dead Letter office as hopeless.’

The marvelous tide of emigration from 
Europe shows a steady increase. During the 
year ending June 30. no less that 789,000 
foreigners sought a home in the United 
States. For the three fiscal years 1S80, 1881 
and 1882, the arrivals have amounted to 
1,915,691, or nearly as many as the total for 
the eight years previous. This is more than 
enough to populate any one of the thirty- 
eight States of the Union, excepting Illinois, 
Missouri, New York, Ohio and Pennsylvania. 


The family of the late Deacon Whitiu, of 
Whitinsville, who left an unsigned will, are 
carrying out its provisions as if it had legal 
force. The Massachusetts Home Missionary 
Society has received 820,000, the permanent 
fund of the American Board §25,000, the 
Church Erection Society §8000, and the 
University of New' Mexico §5000. 


A law passed by the last Legislature of 
Massachusetts to prevent the sale of adulter¬ 
ated food and drugs went into effect Satur¬ 
day, August 2G. The enforcement of the law 
rests with the State Board of Health, Lunacy 
and Charity, who are given power to expend 
annually an amount not exceeding §3,000 in 
carrying out its provisions. 

The §20,000 bequeathed in 1856 to Hart¬ 
ford, Conn., by John M.jNiles, to be held till 
it had doubled, now amounts to §40,335, and 
the income will be used henceforth, in ac¬ 
cordance witli the terms of the bequest, to 
furnish poor families with fuel. 


There are no taxes in New Castle, Del., for 
the support of the local government and 
schools, William Penn having endowed the 
town with land which now rents for enougli 
to pay all the municipal expenses. 


The output for the first six months of the 
present year of the Lendvillc mines was 
§7,773,720 against §6,519,257 for the cor¬ 
responding period of last year.

Tue Holyoke Republicans have chosen a 
solid Whiting delegation to the Congression¬ 
al convention. So also has Greenfield, the 
home of the Gazette, which has been work¬ 
ing for Congressman Norcross’s renomina¬ 
tion ; and a majority of the delegates thus far 
chosen are claimed for the Holyoke manufac¬ 
turer. Several other names are mentioned 
as candidates, but the contest practically lies 
between these two men, with the indications 
in favor of Mr. Whiting. The district will 
have no occasion for regret, if he is nominated 
and elected. 

The liquor dealers in the West are begin¬ 
ning to open their eyes to the steady growth 
of the prohibition sentiment among the peo¬ 
ple, and in place of defiance are now declar¬ 
ing themselves in favor of “abolishing all the 
abuses incident to the liquor traffic, by a 
proper system of licensing,” etc. When they 
“abolish all the abuses” incident to the liquor 
traffic, there will not be any traffic left to 
license—that's how that matter stands. But 
people will be glad to see the dealers com¬ 
bining to lift the trade to a “higher standard.” 
There is need enough of all the elevation 
they will be likely to give it. 

The New York Democrats have nominated 
Mayor Grover Cleveland of Buffalo for Gov¬ 
ernor. He is a popular man in the western 
part of the State, and will draw the full party- 
vote, “Boss” Kelly having been received back 
into full fellowship at last week’s convention. 
This is a big feather in Kelly’s cap, after the 
bitter struggle which has been waged between 
him and Tilden, and the redoubtable John 
will doubtless “lay himself out” this fall to 
show that he can carry the State for his party. 
But with so good a Republican candidate as 
Judge Folger, the Republicans will stand a 
pretty good chance for victory. 

Tue Springfield Republican is making war 
upon Oliver Ames, the Republican nominee 
for lieutenant governor, because his firm for 
many years made shovels for the Australian 
market and stamped them “ Collins & Co.,” 
the name of a Connecticut firm who subse¬ 
quently took up the manufacture of shovels, 
and obtained an injunction forbidding the 
Ameses to use the name, which had come to 
them from another firm which failed. The 
name.was regarded by the Ameses as a legiti¬ 
mate trade-mark, and with Mr. Ames’s repu¬ 
tation among his neighbors, and wherever he 
is known, we cannot believe that he had any 
improper motive in using the stamp. 


The Republicans will follow the lead of 
the Democrats, and hold their next State Con¬ 
vention in Boston, where they can obtain bet¬ 
ter hotel accommodations. This will be quite 
a loss to Worcester, but hungry men’s stom¬ 
achs are not to be trifled with, and the Bay 
State House is said to have served the dele¬ 
gates uncommonly poorly this year. It is not 
clear that the change of base will be of ad¬ 
vantage in any other respect, though the del¬ 
egates will be so scattered through the city 
that it will make hard work for the button- 
holers. But it will also add materially to the 
expenses of delegates from the western part 
of the State, and many worthy men, poor in 
this world’s goods, will be prevented from at¬ 
tending by this fact. The conventions should j 
be held in.as central a locality as possible. j 

The priests in the Springfield diocese pre- j 
sented Bishop O'Reilly with a purse of $6000 
last Monday, the 12th anniversary of his con- ; 
secration. There are now 65 Catholic parish¬ 
es and 114 places of worship in his diocese, 
against 30 and 45 respectively, 12 years ago. 
Nearly 50,000 persons have been confirmed ; 
by the bishop in that time. 

Ex-Senator Conkling was recently assigned 
a seat in a drawing-room car near ex-Sena- 
tor Blaine. When Conkling saw his old an¬ 
tagonist, he requested the conductor to find 
him a seat in another car. 

Joseph Dunn, a Whately Irishman, was 
arrested last Sunday on the charge of poison¬ 
ing his wife, who died that day.

He paid 
over $140, the amount received for the prop¬ 
erty, with the costs, and was let off. 

Denny Mack, baggage master at the New 
London Northern depot, begins a month’s va¬ 
cation next week, this being the first one he 
has had in several years. It is intimated that 
he has quite an active interest in an approach¬ 
ing wedding. 

Thursday gave us a foretaste of wintry air, 
and furnace fires were started up generally, 
while those who had no furnaces, and no 
stoves up, had to make themselves comforta¬ 
ble around the kitchen stove, or put on their 
winter wraps. 

M. E. Daniels, who for some 10 years has 
been connected with Hitchcock’s drug store 
and news room, has resigned his position on 
account of his health, and will next week go 
on the road for Richardsons and Jackson, 
'wholesale dealers in drug sundries, Provi¬ 
dence, R. I. 

Mail Agent Grant, who runs on the New 
London Northern road between Palmer and 
New London, has resigned his position after 
a service of 21 years and three months, and 
closes his labors with this month. He will 
soon remove to Whiting, Kan., with his wife, 
where he expects to go into business with his 
son. 

Young men who desire to attend an enter¬ 
tainment without paying, should be careful 
and not represent themselves as officers of the 
law, as there is a severe penalty for so doing. 
And if the trick is discovered by the proprie¬ 
tor, they are apt to be summarily ejected, as 
was the case at Main's show last Thursday 
evening.

Henry Thayer’s barn, adjoining his house 
on the Wilbraham road, was destroyed by fire 
a little before noon, Wednesday, with one 
cow and a large quantity of hay. The loss 
is estimated at about $800, and there was no 
insurance. The house caught fire several 
times, but was saved by the exertions of the 
neighbors. It is believed that the tire was 
set by a tramp who had been loitering around 
the premises. 


A recent issue of the t Star of Jackson, 
Mich., speaks in very complimentary terms 
of G. R. Burleigh, an old Palmer boy, who 
is business manager of S. K. Burleigh’s large 
retail establishment at Homer, and who the 
Star says is “a young man in whom is dis¬ 
cerned the great desideratum of business suc¬ 
cess—an urbanity of manner, a desire to 
please his friends, and a respect for his sub¬ 
ordinates.” 

A little girl at the State Primary School 
who went to the hospital a few days ago with 
sore eyes, though otherwise apparently well, 
was found dead in bed last Monday morning. 
She sang with the others Sunday evening, 
and was all right when the nurse was around 
in the night. It is supposed that there was 
some trouble with the heart. This is the first 
death at the school in more than 5i months, 
and the fifth for the past year. 

Freight Conductor Clapp attempted to 
jump on a moving train at the B. & A. sta¬ 
tion in this village last Saturday afternoon, 
but missed his footing and fell on the track, 
where he would have been instantly killed 
had not Conductor Warner, of the Ware 
road, who was standing near, seized him and 
pulled him out. It was a very narrow es¬ 
cape, and as it was he received some savage 
scalp wounds. He was removed to his home 
at West Springfield. 

Michael Welsh, John Lyons and Henry 
Murphy of Monson were before the district 
court last Saturday for an assault on Patrick 
J. Sullivan the 10th inst., but the case was 
continued until next Monday, at 2 p. m. It 
is reported that for some time a set of young 
fellows in that town have been in the habit of 
spending their Sundays in the woods, drink¬ 
ing and carousing, and occasionally getting 
into a fight, and that it was in such an affair 
that Sullivan was bruised so severely. 

Section Master McQuaid, of the Boston & 
Albany road, spent last Saturday night in the 
cut at Blanchardville with his men, watching 
the sides of the cut, and had to shovel off 
about two rods of track which was covered 
with sand and stones from a land-slide. Had 
the rain continued much longer there would 
have been a much more serious slide at that 
point.

and reaching Brattleboro at 4.20 p. m.

F. F. Marcy, had a pretty narrow escape 
from being run over by the cars last Monday 
afternoon. He was crossing the track of the 
New London Northern Railroad,near Marcy’s 
shop, when the engine of the 1 o’clock train 
from the north hit him and threw him one 
side, bruising him somewhat, and tearing his 
clothing considerably, but not seriously in¬ 
juring him. Had he been nearer the center 
of the track, the train would undoubtedly 
have gone over him.

The Geo. H. Gilbert Mfg. Co. are about to 
largely increase their facilities for business 
at Gilbertville, by the building of a two-story 
wool-sorting house 80 by 106 feet, also a two- 
story wool storehouse, 75 by 122 feet.

The corn crop is damaged, it is estimated, 
to the extent of 10 per cent by recent heavy 
frosts.

A New England anti-vaccination society was 
formed at Hartford, Tuesday, by half a dozen 
persons. 

Thirty thousand barrels of apples were 
shipped from New York to London in one dav 
recently. 

The iron mills at Pittsburg and other cities 
in the West have resumed work, the strike 
having ended. 

A 14-years-old boy at Claremont,N Uncom¬ 
mitted suicide last Sunday, because his moth¬ 
er reproved him. 

An invalid lady at Stoughton was frighten¬ 
ed to death by the severe thunder storm last 
week Wednesday. 

The eyelids of a girl at Atlanta, Ga., were 
turned inside out by a stroke of lightning and 
her eyesight ruined. 

A Boston girl attracted a multitude by hav¬ 
ing her shoes blacked,just like a man, in front 
of the Revere House. 

The Worcester musical festival began on 
Tuesday very auspiciously, and has been a 
success in every way. 

The late Caleb C. Dickinson of Hatfield 
has left about $100,000 to found a charity 
hospital at Northampton. 

A cracked youth applied at a St. Albans 
drug store the other day for a love powder, 
and was given an emetic. 

The Royal Mint of Great Britain did not 
coin any gold last year, a thing which has not 
happened before since 1817. 

The exhibition building at Sydney, New 
South Wales, has been burned, with all its 
contents. Loss $2,500,000. 

Harvey Robinson, a white resident of 
Greenville, O., died last week of melanosis, 
his body having turned perfectly black. 

Kossuth county, Iowa, has produced $500,- 
000 worth of butter this year, which is more 
than $250 for every family in the county. 

A circus train was derailed near Point 
Lick, Ky., last Sunday. Three men were 
killed, three fatally and eleven badly hurt. 

Two soldiers were killed and four severely 
iujured, Monday, by the premature explosion 
of a cannon on Governor’s Island, New York, 
while firing a salute. 

During the absence of Stephen Day, 70 
years old, from bis home at Mount Holly, O., 
last Saturday night, burglars robbed the 
house of $73,000, the savings of a life-time. 

Last week’s heavy and protracted rain 
storm resulted in serious floods and conse¬ 
quent damage in portions of New England, 
New York, New Jersey and Virginia. There 
was a rainfall of 16 inches in New Jersey and 
the Passaic river and other streams rose to a 
great height, carrying off numerous bridges, 
washing railroads, and doing other damage to 
the umount of several hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars. The city of Paterson suffered severely, 
and at Rahway 16 bridges were washed away 
or greatly damaged. The Connecticut river 
on Sunday stood 8J feet higher than on Sat¬ 
urday at Springfield, and at Hartford it rose 
a foot an hour for a while. Unharvested 
crops in the meadows were ruined or greatly 
injured. Highways suffered generally all 
around. 

A terrible accident occurred in the Fourth 
Avenue tunnel, New York, at the 86th street 
station, lust week Friday morning. The main 
track being blockaded by a disabled locomo¬ 
tive, all the In-gqing trains were sent over the 
local side track, and while a New Haven 
train was standing at the above-named station 
a Harlem train dashed into and telescoped 
the rear car, killing one passenger and injur¬ 
ing eighteen others, one of whom soon died. 
The conductor and brakeman of the New 
Haven train, and the telegraph operator who 
failed to signal the Harlem train, have 
been arrested. 

Trouble sems to brewing in Utah. Gov¬ 
ernor Murray has, in accordance with the law 
of Congress, appointed officers to fill the va¬ 
cancies occasioned by the failure to hold an 
election in August. The Mormon officehold¬ 
ers, however, in obedience to their leaders, 
refuse to give up their places and records, 
thus bidding defiance to the laws of the coun¬ 
try. Writs have been applied for to enforce 
the title of the officials appointed. 

Gov. Long recently received a letter from a 
man, asking what day would be appointed as 
Thanksgiving, as he was to be married that 
day, and would like to make his arrangements 
accordingly. The Governor kindly relieved 
his anxiety by informing him that the last 
Thursday in November would undoubtedly 
be the day. 

William Richardson, a prominent resident 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., and president of a street 
railroad company, has been excluded from 
membership by the Hanson Place Baptist 
church, for “disorderly walk and immoral 
conduct,” in beginning the construction of a 
piece of road on Sunday. 

A temperance convention, in the interest of 
a movement towards a prohibition amendment 
to the constitution, was held at Boston Thurs¬ 
day, with a large attendance and addresses 
by Dr. Dorchester, Rev. J. H. Seelye, Gen. 
Swift, Mrs. Livermore and others. 

Enos Smith, an old citizen of Chester, 
stubbed his toe while on the way to church 
, last Sunday, fell, and died instantly. lie was 
troubled with heart disease. 


Mnguzinert, Etc. 

The North American Review for October opens 
with an article by II. M. Hyndman, entitled "The 
Coining Revolution in England,” which gives an 
account of the agitation now moving among the 
English working classes tending toward a recon¬ 
struction of the whole politico-social fabric of that 
country. “The Objectionable in Literature,” by 
O. R. Frothingham, portrays the difference be¬ 
tween corrupting literature, and that which is sim¬ 
ply coarse. “Discoveries at Troy,” by Dr. Henry 
Schliemann, is the story of one year. Senator 
John I. Mitchell, of Pennsylvania, treats of the 
rule of “Political Russes.” There is an article of 
value on “Safety in Railway Travel,” by George 
L. Vote, also an industrial essay on “The Protec¬ 
tion of Forests” by Prof. Charles 8. Sargent of 
Harvard College. 

The Atlantic for October has a good variety of 
serials, short stories, poems and essays. There 
are live chapters of “Two on a Tower,” by Thomas 
Hardy, while Mr. Bishop contributes two more 
chapters of his faithful discussion of New York 
social life, under the title of “House of a Mer¬ 
chant Prince.” Miss Preston, now in Europe, has 
a pleasing article, “Among the Sabine Hills;” 
Lieutenant Cushing concludes his account of the 
“Nation of the Willows;” Prof. W. T. Hewitt has 
an article on “University Administration,” and 
there is number eight of “Studies in the South.” 
Poetry, short articles, reviews and the usual con¬ 
tributors’ clubs complete the number. 

Harper’s for October has for frontispiece illus¬ 
tration Abbey’s “Autumn,” an exquisite drawing, 
engraved by Closson. The second paper on “Sur¬ 
rey,” by Mrs. Lillie, is beautifully illustrated, as 
indeed are so many of the articles of this number, 
including Mr. ltideing’s “Medical Education in 
New York,” “Certain New York Houses,” by M. 
E. W. Sherwood, Will Carleton’s poem, “Flash: 
The Fireman’s Story,” etc. W. II. Bishop con¬ 
tributes the first of a series of papers on Southern 
California, and Col. Higginson his third on Amer¬ 
ican History, in it treating of the “Spanish Dis¬ 
coverers of America.” Among other interesting 
papers will be found Mary Robinson’s biographi¬ 
cal sketch of the late Dante Gabriel Rossetti; 
Chiei Justice Marshal’s eulogy of his wife, writ¬ 
ten in 1832, and never before (published; “The 
Railway Invasion of Mexico,” by Hon. John Bige¬ 
low. “Shandon Bells” is continued, and the edito¬ 
rial departments are made up with the customa¬ 
ry interesting matter. 

The American Agriculturist for October is out in 
a new and handsome cover, fine paper, and belter 
finished engravings than usual, even. It is a 
double number, containing a Premium List which 
will be attractive to clubs, and the whole number 
is one of interest.

LOGGING IN NEVADA. 

A chute is laid from the river’s brink up 
the steep mountains to the railroad, and while 
we are felling it, the monster logs are rush¬ 
ing, thundering, flying, leaping down the de¬ 
clivity. They come with the speed of a thun¬ 
derbolt and somewhat of its roar. A truck of 
smoke and fire follows them—fire struck by 
the friction with the chute logs. They de¬ 
scend the 1700 feet of the chute in fourteen 
seconds. In doing so they drop 700 feet per¬ 
pendicularly. They strike the deep water 
with a report that can be heard a mile distant. 
Logs tired from a cannon could scarcely have 
a greater velocity than they have at the foot 
of the chute. The average velocity is’ oyer 
100 feet in a second throughout the entire 
distance, and at the instant they leap from the 
mouth their speed is 200 feet per second. 

A sugar-pine log sometimes weighs ten 
tons. What a missile! How the water is 
dashed into the air. Like a grand plume of 
liamonds and rainbows the feathery spray 
is hurled to the height of 100 feet. It forms 
the grandest fountain ever beheld. IIow the 
waters foam and seethe, and lash against the 
shore! One log having spent its force by its 
mud plunge into the deep waters, had floated 
so as to be at right angles with the path ot 
the descending monsters. The mouth ot the 
chute is perhaps fifteen feet above the surface 
of the water. A huge log, hurled from the 
chute, cleaves the air and alights on the float¬ 
ing log. You know how a bullet glances; 
but can you imagine a saw-log glancing? 
The end strikes with a heavy shock,but glides 
quickly past for a short distance, then with a 
crash like the reverberation of artillery, the 
falling log springs vertically into the air and 
with a curve like a rocket tails into the wa¬ 
ter. a long distance from the log it struck.— 
Detroit Free Press.

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Holyoke now has a daily paper, the pro¬ 
prietors of the Transcript having begun the 
publication of a daily edition on Monday. 
The new paper is a five-column folio, neat 
and newsy, and its publishers have enough 
energy and the city a sufficient population to 
insure its success. 

Architects have decided that the stone- 
groined ceiling of the Assembly chamber in 
the capitol at Albany must be replaced with 
wood, or somebody will get hurt by its fall. 
And this in a new and yet incomplete build¬ 
ing. This structure promises to be even 
more of an elephant than the Brooklyn 
bridge. 

President Arthur had an imposing and 
enthusiastic reception at Boston, Wednesday. 
There was a grand parade in the forenoon, a 
public reception at Faneuil Hall in the after¬ 
noon, and a banquet and full dress reception 
at the Hotel Brunswick in the evening. On 
Thursday the President attended the Webster 
memorial exercises at Marshfield. 

At the congressional convention next week 
there will be nothing to do but renomi¬ 
nate Congressman Robinson by acclamation. 
Councilor Woods having held his office for 
two terms will make room for somebody else, 
and it,is generally understood that Wellington 
Smith of Lee is to be his successor. The 
county and senatorial conventions will re¬ 
nominate the present incumbents, of course, 
all of whom deserve and will receive a re- 
election. None of the conventions, it will be 
seen, will be overburdened with work. 

Onio was carried by the Democrats in 
Tuesday’s election, by a majority of some 
25,000. Speaker Keifer was re-elected, but 
the Democrats have gained ten members of 
Congress, and unless there are Republican 
gains in the elections still to come, the next 
House will be Democratic. The last Repub¬ 
lican Legislature passed a law closing the li¬ 
quor saloons on Sunday, and attempted to 
place a tax upon them. This caused a defec¬ 
tion among the Germans, who united with the 
liquor interest and carried the State for free 
beer and no Sunday. 

Frank James, the last of the notorious 
band of Missouri outlaws, walked into Gov. 
Crittenden’s office last week Thursday and 
gave himself up. Having robbed and mur¬ 
dered people to his heart’s content, or at 
least until the country was getting altogether 
too hot for him, this eminent cut-throat now 
surrenders through “consideration for his 
family and a desire to retrieve his name.” 
He asks for amnesty, and expects to get it— 
and we wouldn’t be surprised if he did. Just 
no* he is the lion of the day, and people of 
every degree of prominence are calling upon 
him in jail. The Missourians are a queer 
people, surely. 

Gen. Butler has concluded to accept his 
nomination to the governorship, as we all 
knew he would. His letter of acceptance ap¬ 
peared last Sunday, and we venture to say it 
was one of the most surprising sermons of 
the day to those who read it. The letter to 
the Democrats fills two columns and a half, 
and is devoted almost wholly to the discus¬ 
sion of national affairs, hardly a sixth of its 
space being given to State matters. It is 
really a very tame affair for the General to 
write, and his single attempt to arraign the 
Republicans of this State for extravagance 
and increasing taxation is a pitiable failure, 
and shows the utter lack of “issues” for him 
to tackle. The nomination of Mr. Bishop 
has in fact spiked every one of his guns. He 
knows it, and his letter shows it. In accept¬ 
ing the nomination of the Greenbackers he 
kindly tells them their mission in behalf of 
the greenback is done, and reminds the labor¬ 
ing classes what a good friend to them he al¬ 
ways has been, is, and always will be. The 
General always promises well; but unfortu¬ 
nately for him his record belies his words.

C. L. Saunders has removed his harness 
shop from Hitchcock’s shoe shop to the store 
adjoining the Journal office, • formerly occu¬ 
pied by Miss McDonnell’s millinery establish¬ 
ment, where he has the needed room for his 
increasing business. 

A trot for a purse of §1000 is quite a rarity 
on the Palmer park, and the race announced 
for this afternoon, between Joseph Thomp¬ 
son’s and A. J. Northrop’s horses, for that 
sum, is therefore likely to draw a sizable 
crowd of interested spectators. 

The Eastern Hampden Medical Society 
met with the Millers River Society at Dr. 
Towne’s in Enfield, last Saturday. Dr. 
Stowe read an interesting paper on the “Germ 
Theory,” and papers on “Inflammation” were 
read by Drs. Snow and Goddard. 

Geo. C. Capron, of the Andover Theologi¬ 
cal Seminary, will preach at the Congrega¬ 
tional church to-morrow. Rev. Mr. Hunter, 
who was announced for last Sunday, was not 
able to come, and the pulpit was occupied by 
Prof. C. E. Bissell of Hartford. 

Isn’t it about time another lantern was 
placed in the Commercial street dark hole un¬ 
der the railroad? The old lantern has been 
broken and unused for some time, and it is a 
most uncanny place in the night-time, without 
a ray of light to guide the wayfarer. 

Mrs. I. C. Burleigh of Hampden was 
thrown from her wagon on Main street last 
Monday afternoon, and considerably bruised, 
though fortunately not seriously injured. The 
horse, which ran only a short distance, turned 
the buggy completely over, but it was not 
materially harmed. 

In consequence of the steadily increasing 
business at the telephone office, a new switch 
board i6 to be put in within a few days, which 
will accommodate 35 wires, 10 more than the 
present one. It is expected that Bondsville 
and Belchertown will soon be brought into 
connection with this office. 

Farmers are putting in winter supplies of 
potatoes at a dollar a bushel. The tubers are 
not as scarce as it was thought they would be 
during the drouth, and it is quite possible that 
they will drop still lower in price later in the 
season. They are already selling for less 
than a dollar in some places. 

People who have not seen the comet yet 
will have to wake up early some morning 
soon, or they will lose sight of it altogether, 
for it is going from us at the gentle rate of 
2,500,000 miles a day. This is known as 
Cruls’s comet, having been discovered by Dr. 
L. Cruls, of the observatory at Rio Janeiro. 

The raising of Main street, between Cen¬ 
tral and Commercial streets, is an improve¬ 
ment of a questionable nature, because of the 
amount of sand in the material used. If it 
does not pack down harder than it now seems 
likely to, people will be in favor of scraping 
off the filling and traveling once more on the 
old hard road-bed. 

It is reported that Hampden, Wilbraham 
and Ludlow are each claimants for the repre¬ 
sentative nomination in this district this year. 
Hampden has had no representative since her 
separation from Wilbraham, and naturally 
thinks her claim the best. Since the present 
district was arranged, in 1876, Palmer has 
had three representatives,Wilbraham two and 
Ludlow one. 

The leaves are taking on their varied au¬ 
tumn coloring, and the hills about us are fast 
assuming their brightest and most gorgeous 
hues. Now is the time to enjoy Nature in 
her most glowing colors, and a day spent 
among the hills or on some mountain will fur¬ 
nish an amount of enjoyment in the way of 
charming views and invigorating air obtaina¬ 
ble at no other season of the year. 

Postmaster Knox has ordered 400 new call 
boxes and 100 lock boxes with which to refur¬ 
nish the post office when the alterations in the 
room are completed. The new boxes will be 
of the latest style, with wire bottoms, to pre¬ 
vent the accumulation of dust, and will cer¬ 
tainly be a marked improvement over the old 
boxes, which have done service for more 
years than the memory of man can recall. 

President Arthur passed through here on 
his way from Boston to Springfield yesterday 
alternoon, on the 1.24 express. An immense 
crowd gathered at the depot in the hopes of 
getting a glimpse of him. He was brought 
out by Dr. Holbrook, and introduced to the 
crow'd, who gave three cheers. He made a 
lew remarks, and as the train moved away 
Secretary Lincoln was introduced. He also 
got three cheers, and a good share of Palmer ; 
rejoices in having seen the President. 


It will soon be lime for the voters of this 
district to decide who shall represent them in 
the Legislature next winter. The system of 
alternating the office between this and the oth- 
towns in the district- has been followed so 
regularly that it will probably be continued 
for some time in the future. It is a very good 
plan if the district is so unfortunate as to 
have a poor representative, but when we have 
a good one, as we usually do, it works greatly 
to our disadvantage. If experience is of ad¬ 
vantage anywhere, it certainly is in the Legis¬ 
lature. It takes at least half of an ordinary 
session for a new man to “learn the ropes” of 
legislative work and rules, and when a dis¬ 
trict sends a new man every year, we have a 
series of beginners only, and no finished leg¬ 
islators. This is one great reason why coun¬ 
try towns exert no more influence on legisla¬ 
tion. In some places this is understood, and 
representatives are returned once, twice, and 
even many times. We hope this district may 
learn the advantage of this plan ere long.

LETTER FROM SPRINGFIELD. 


Correspondence of the Journal. 

Springfield, Oct. 12, 1882. 

There is but little stir, politically, at the 
county seat this season ; hardly enough as yet 
to make a canvass interesting, though there 
is time enough before election to arouse the 
lion if anybody cares to take the risk of be¬ 
ing bitten. It is conceded, I believe, that no 
one desires to measure swords in the Repub¬ 
lican conventions with Register Russell, or 
County Treasurer Bridge; and I do not hear 
that anybody wants County Commissioner 
Clark’s place; therefore unless there are dark 
horses in the stable to trot out at the oppor¬ 
tune moment, these three county officials will 
have a clear track over the course. But little, 
either, is said about city officers for the com¬ 
ing term. It is understood that Mayor Ladd 
would like a vindication, but he will hardly 
get it. llis party feel that he has jostled their 
corner stone by appointing a marshal unfa¬ 
vorable to the liquor interest, and will not re¬ 
nominate him, and the Republicans do not 
appreciate his services enough to make him 
their standard bearer. Who is to succeed 
hint is yet an open question. All eyes turn 
lovingly toward Uncle John Olmstead to lead 
them through the Red Sea next year, but that 
gentleman gives no encouragement that he 
will consent to be a candidate. Ex-Mayor 
Powers is understood to be willing, but up to 
date there is no response except “No, I thank 
you.” Until the question of mayor looms up 
ol course nothing will be done about arrang¬ 
ing the slate for aldermen and councilmen. 

Since City Marshal Rice’s acquittal before 
the United States Court on the charge of vio¬ 
lating law by opening a letter addressed to 
another, his friends feel that the city should 
reimburse him for the expense of the trial, 
inasmuch as he claims that'it was in the in¬ 
terest of maintaining law that he exposed him¬ 
self. From his standpoint the request is not 
unreasonable. But, unfortunately, our citi¬ 
zens do not see it as he does, and an attempt 
to take four or five hundred dollars from the 
city treasury for this purpose will be resisted 
to the utmost. While a majority of our tax¬ 
payers are glad the marshal was acquitted, 
because they believe the case was instigated 
by the liquor interest, which the marshal by 
his pluck in enforcing law made uncomforta¬ 
ble, they do not care to establish a precedent 
that will encourage future marshals to open 
letters which belong to others, by paying the 
expenses of this suit. The safest and best 
way for his friends to assist the marshal will 
be, to pass the hat around quietly and gather 
in enough to pay his court bills, and make as 
little stir about it as possible. 

General Butler’s letter of acceptance does 
not strike fire in this section as some expect¬ 
ed it would. Nothing from the General moves 
the multitude like his presence, and unless he 
visits us so the boys can see him swab the 
perspiration from his brow with his bandanna, 
as he discusses the momentous questions of 
State policy, he need not expect any enthusi¬ 
asm in his canvass this way. In this respect, 
at least, the General and St. Paul differ; with 
the latter his personal presence was not as 
impressive as his letters, while Butler’s man¬ 
uscript fails to electrify as does his bodily ap¬ 
pearance. However, considering the little 
there was to be said, the would-be Governor 
makes the most of the case, and the letter, 
especially his views on tree trade, makes very 
good reading for Indian summer evenings. 
It is gratifying to note the changed counte¬ 
nance of the old-line Connecticut River Dem¬ 
ocrats since the General’s last appearance on 
the stump in this State, as they speak of his 
hopes and prospects this year. When he was 
an independent gubernatorial candidate three 
years ago, nothing made them so mad as the 
name of Butler; now they smile as they wish 
the old man could be governor once, “just to 
see what he would do.” Poor fellows, they 
can never have their desire gratified. Gen¬ 
eral Sutler will not get 110,000 votes for gov¬ 
ernor of this State again, or come within 
25,000 of being elected. He will be gathered 
to his fathers without ever seeing the land of 
milk and honey his heart hankers for so 
much; this will be his last opportunity to 
canter over the Commonwealth to invite the 
boys to rally for him. His name hereafter 
will have no charm, and excite no apprehen¬ 
sion, in political conventions.

REGULARITY OF RISING. 

The individual who accustoms himself to 
rising regularly at a certain hour every day 
can generally accomplish pretty much what 
he desires to accomplish. He lives with sys¬ 
tem. If we are thus regular—that is, if we 
can habitually depend on ourselves to get up 
in the morning when we know we ought— 
then a good deal of latitude may be allowed 
us both as to the time we go to bed, and as to 
the regularity with which we adhere to it. 
Such latitude can never become license so 
long as it is thus rigidly attached to the con¬ 
dition of unfailing regularity in the morning. 
In that case, the time for going to bed will 
simply be the time that will give us the quan¬ 
tity of sleep we require before getting up. 
The quantity each must judge for himself. 
Happily, with healthy persons the hours be¬ 
tween going to bed and rising are the meas¬ 
ure of sleep. Probably most people take a 
larger measure of sleep than they absolutely 
require, though it is not easy to determine 
what it should be, and we do not all want the 
same. It is simply a question of health. No 
one has any right to curtail his hours of rest 
habitually, so as to injure that. But sleep, 
although ‘tired nature’s sweet restorer,’ is not 
the only recreative agency that fits us for our 
work, and it is quite possible that at least oc¬ 
casionally the curtailment of the period of 
rest may be more than compensated from 
other sources of refreshment and renovation. 
Men vary in their requirements. One man 
may sleep the clock round and not be so in¬ 
vigorated for duty as another who has slept 
scarce half the time, because one has lain

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Some of the leading New England Congre- 
gationalists have become dissatisfied with the 
manner in which their denominational paper, 
the Congregationalist, is conducted,and have 
raised about §100,000 with which to start a 
new paper, to be edited, it is said, by Rev. 
Dr. Spaulding of Dover, N. II., and in which I 
there shall be allowed a somewhat freer dis- j 
cussion of doctrinal matters than is now per- j 
mitted in the Congrcgationahst. It is an 
easy matter to start a new paper. The rub 
will come when the “barrel” is exhausted, 
and the paper must depend upon its patrons 
for support. Then is the time when its pro¬ 
jectors may find their experience to be a very 
dear teacher. _ 

The good work instituted by rostmaster 
General James in cutting down the expenses 
and wastes in his department shows itself in a 
surplus of some two million dollars on its last 
year’s business. It is understood that Post¬ 
master General Ilowe will in his annual re¬ 
port recommend the establishment of postal 
telegraphy and postal savings banks, but will 
ignore the two-cent letter postage question. 
The people have been long accustomed to 
an annual deficit of several millions in this 
department, and now that it is self-sustaining 
there is no reason why tw T o-cent letter postage 
should not be adopted. A deficit would prob¬ 
ably ensue for a few years, but it would be a 
reduction in taxation which would come home 
to the hearts and purses of nearly every man 
and woman in the country, and the increased 
business which would follow would soon bal- j 
ance the shortage. _ 

POLITICAL NOTES. 

Ex-Councilor Edwards of Northampton is 
the Democratic nominee for Congress from 
the 11th district. 

Cameron’s agents in Pennsylvania are 
charged with direct attempts at bribery. Ev¬ 
ery such attempt will cost the Cameron party 
many votes, as it should. 

According to Mrs. Mary A. Livermore, the 
interests of temperance, prohibition and mor¬ 
als can be promoted only by voting for 
Charles Almy for Governor. 

The Boston Globe is up to its old game of 
brag, and talks as though Butler was already 
as good as elected. It would seem as though 
this kind of talk must become tiresome even 
to itself. 

The Republican conference of chairmen of 
• town and city committees at Boston, Tues¬ 
day, called out a large attendance, and en¬ 
couraging reports were given of the party’s 
prospects in all parts of the State. 

Congressman Robinson was renominated by 
acclamation at Chester, Wednesday, and 
Wellington Smith of Lee was nominated for 
councilor in the same way, both conventions 
doing up their work in short meter. 

It is believed that a good many Democrats 
will manifest their disapproval of Butler, and 
at the same time their appreciation of the 
faithful and intelligent public services of Rob¬ 
ert R. Bishop, by voting for the latter for 
Governor. 

Gov. Long, in his letter accepting his nom¬ 
ination to Congress, indorses civil service re¬ 
form in such an emphatic manner that it is 
clear enough where he stands, and we shall 
be surprised if he is not heard from on the 
subject before he has been long in Congress. 

Gen. Butler addressed two large and en¬ 
thusiastic audiences at Boston Monday even¬ 
ing, spoke to a large crowd at Worcester 
Wednesday evening, and will address his ad¬ 
mirers at Springfield to-night. The General 
will confine his platform efforts this year to 
the large cities, where the most of his strength 
lies. 

Editor Gere of Northampton, who seemed 
to be the coming man for senator from that 
district, declines to be a candidate, and says 
that he has no ambition for any office whatev¬ 
er, adding, with the true journalistic spirit: 
“I have plenty of work at home to occupy all 
my time,—work that is always a pleasure, 
and that has none of the annoyances and 
wearinesses incident to strife for office, and 
none of the vexations of office-holding itself.” 

Alvin Barrrus of Goshen was nominated 
for senator by the Republicans at Northamp¬ 
ton on Wednesday. In the county conven¬ 
tion E. A. Edwards of Southampton was 
nominated for county commissioner, II. B. 
Billings of Hatfield for register of deeds, W. 
II. Platt of Northampton for clerk of courts, 
and Lewis Warner of Northampton, the pres¬ 
ent Democratic incumbent, for county treas¬ 
urer. 

The county convention at Springfield on 
Wednesday renominated County Commission¬ 
er Clark and the other officers by acclama¬ 
tion, and appointed this county committee:

Postmaster Knox has received the new 
boxes ordered last week, and has now decided 
upon a plan for remodeling the office which 
will give to the village a post office more in 
accordance with its requirements than any¬ 
thing we have had in many years.

I breathed more freely after it was over. It 
was a temptation resisted—but I felt better 
after having done it.

The day before, while distributing the mat¬ 
ter, I came across a letter addressed to my¬ 
self, and on opening it I found that, through 
the generosity of a distant relative, whose 
name I bore, I had been left in California an 
inheritance of §20,000. What a change a few 
strokes of a pen had made—transforming

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


GOV. LONGS VIEWS, AS SET FORTH IN IIIS 
LETTER ACCEPTING HIS NOMINATION 
TO CONGRESS. 


With regard to the civil service, I have, 
ever since my entrance into political life, felt 
and urged the necessity of a change in the 
method of appointment. Not being a new 
convert I feel at liberty to say that this reform 
has its limitations, and I favor the Pendleton 
or Eaton bill because it regulates entrance 
into the service and does not attempt to se¬ 
cure fixity of tenure. A civil service bot¬ 
tled up at both ends, would, I fear, soon fur¬ 
nish an illustration of how not to do it. The 
one vital step of imperative necessity is in 
my judgment to separate appointments to the 
routine civil service from political influence 
and control. Let an independent commission 
be charged with the matter. It would make 
practical tests—giving preference to the vet¬ 
eran soldier, other things equal—and would 
never, because otherwise it would never sus¬ 
tain itself a day, make mere literary or un¬ 
substantial examinations. Let there be pro¬ 
bation and trial before actual permanent ap¬ 
pointment ; and let there be a well-regulated 
system of promotions. There would then be 
no temptation to improper removals, because 
no political advantage would be gained there¬ 
by, and officials would only be removed, as 
they are now removed in business houses, 
after their usefulness is gone. There are 
many other wise and practical limitations iu 
the Eaton bill which those who criticise civil 
service reform as impracticable would do well 
to observe. 

The idea of a competitive system of ap¬ 
pointments is often sneered at. But it is ex¬ 
actly what we already have—only it is now a 
competition in personal influence and in cau¬ 
cus and election work, instead of a competi¬ 
tion, open to all and regulated by law, in mer¬ 
itorious fitness for office. The present sys¬ 
tem is a system of patronage, demoralizing 
whomever it tempts, whether reformers or 
conservatives, so that I certainly shall make 
no pretension in advance of being proof 
against it. It ought to be a system of the se¬ 
lection of the best and the survival of the 
fittest. It encourages favoritism; it ought to 
give everybody a chance. Because it is a 
system of patronage, it makes the civil ser¬ 
vice in some instances an asylum for per¬ 
sons who are in need of charity or to whom 
political obligations exist, and so results iu 
over-employment by unnecessary making of 
places for needy dependents and political fa¬ 
vorites, begetting thus not only a machine 
bul extravagance. It torments congressmen, 
consumes their time and wastes their service, 
besides destroying rather than making them 
strong with their constituencies. I cannot 
conceive of any member of Congress want¬ 
ing any such reciprocal relation of obligation, 
or not rejoicing in the passage of a law which 
shall separate official appointments from all 
political connection. 

Such a reform is also but justice to those 
deserving men who are now in service. It 
would remove them at once from the tyranny 
of political dependence, and would certainly 
enable them to snap their fingers in the face 
of involuntary political assessments, the en¬ 
forcement of which should also be prohibited 
by law. _ 


A new and very simple method of training 
vicious horses was exhibited at West Phila¬ 
delphia recently, and the manner in which 
some of the wildest horses were subdued was 
astonishing. The first trial was that of a kick¬ 
ing, or ‘bucking,’ mare, which her owner 
said had allowed no rider on her back for a 
period of at least five years. She became 
tame in about as many minutes, and allowed 
herself to be ridden about without a sign of 
her former wildness. The means by which 
the result was accomplished was a piece of 
light rope, which was passed around the front 
of the jaw of the mare just above the upper 
teeth, crossed in her mouth, thence secured 
back of her neck. It was claimed that no 
horse will kick or jump when thus secured, 
and that a horse alter receiving this treatment 
a few times, will abandon his vicious ways 
forever. A very simple method was also 
shown by which a kicking horse could be 
shod. It consisted in connecting the animal’s 
head with his tail by means of a rope fastened 
to the tail and then to the bit, and then drawn 
tightly enough to incline the animal’s head to 
one side. This, it is claimed,makes it absolute¬ 
ly impossible for a horse to kick on the side 
of the rope. At the same exhibition a horse 
which for many years had to be bound on the 
ground to be shod, suffered the blacksmith to 
operate on him without attempting to kick, 
while secured in the manner described. 


Didn't Like the Security. —Several 
years ago one of the most prominent cattle 
msn in Wyoming, who can to-day easily com¬ 
mand §1,000,000 for a cattle trade without 
impairing his business, went to Boston to ne¬ 
gotiate a loan with Massachusetts capitalists. 
He met an old man who knew more about 
cent per cent than he did about Wyoming and 
Colorado cattle, and began to talk business. 
He said that he was making large profits on 
his present investments, and therefore ho 
wanted to put more capital into the business, 
very naturally, to increase his income. Mr. 
Moneybags asked what security would be 
given. ‘I would secure the loan by mortgage 
on my herd, sir.’ ‘Where are your cattle?’ 
‘Some in Wyoming, some in Nebraska, and 
some in Colorado.’ ‘How much land have 
you under fence?’ ‘None.’ ‘How much land 
do you own?’ ‘Not a foot.’ ‘Whose land 
does your stock graze on?’ ‘Government 
land.’ ‘How often do you see your stock?’ 
‘Once a year.’ ‘Don’t you have a herder with 
them?’ ‘No, sir.’^ ‘Well, young man, I 
would as soon lend you money on the herring 
in Boston harbor .’—Laramie ( Wy.) Boom¬ 
erang.
